Mr. Vesey said that once upon a 


time the state launched a move- 
ment to enforce the license revo- 
cation rule, and that the local 
municipal court forwarded to .Lit- 
tle HOCK transcriptions on all drun- 
ken driving convictions here—but 
he said tne licenses weren't re- 
voked. 


The speaker cited the 
experi- 


ence of Pennsylvania to show that 
nigh rates 01 accidents are unnec- 
essary, included in Pennsylvania's 
total of 3,000,000 licenses are 3,000 
for deai-mutes. 
The deaf-mutes

by a subcommittee headed by Rep. 
Keefe (R-Wis). It was knocked out 
by a vote of 25 to 6.

was unusual.

The subcommittee put the anti- 


discrimination clause into a $1,017,- 
851,000 bill to supply the Labor de-

comes before the House for debate 
next week.
